Donovan Says Project 
Is Future Possibility

representatives of the press and 
radio, and through them to the citi- 
zens of Kentucky, by President H L 
Donovan at a dinner meeting in the 
SUB last night The budget request 
will be presented to the upcoming 
session of the state legislature. 

The budget announcement high- 
lighted the message which President 
Donovan has carried to all parts 
of the Commonwealth during the 
last ten years — "Kentucky Cannot 
be a Greater State without a Great- 
er State University." 

"The people of Kentucky do not 
want their University to lose 
ground. If the University is to hold 
its own during the next two years, 
it must receive approximately the 
sums of money it is requesting the 
governor and the General Assembly 
to appropriate for its support." That 
was the keynote of the president's 
message.

Concerning The UK Budget 



"The growth and development of the University has been slow. 
A study of Dr. James F. Hopkins' history, The Iniicrsity of Ken- 
tucky: Origins and Early Yean, w ill impress any reader with the 
trials and disappointments, the handicaps and tragic delays which 
the leaders and friends of the I Diversity have encountered. It 
can be said that Kentuckians wen in no vulgar haste to build a 
great university. However, the contributions of men and ma- 
terials, of scholarship and research, of love and devotion over a 
period of 86 years have accumulated until the University of Ken 
tucky is at last at the threshold of greatness. The University's 
roots have sunk deep into Kentucky's soil. Our people know what 
it has done for them and tin \ appreciate its serv ices. The citizens 
of our State believe in the l uixersity and they regard it as one 
of their greatest assets. We are c onfident that they are willing to 
support it that it may continue to render greater and greater 
service to our people. 

The progress of the University has been accelerated during 
the past decade. This progress has been largely the result of bet 
ter support from the State and large sums of money the University 
has received from the Federal Government for Army contracts 
during World War II and as tuition from the Veterans Administra- 
tion tor the education of G.I.'s. These Federal funds have served 
as a "saot in the arm" in lifting the University to a new status 
and a new level of a chievem ent. 

There is ample ev idenc e all alxnit us to convince anyone who 
looks at the University that it is on the verge of greatness. Its stu 
dent body has doubled, the value of its plant is more than tw ice 
what it «tas a decade ago. its faculty has increased in size and. 
what is more significant, in quality. Its research contributions 
liave multiplied The publications of the faculty are far greater 
than ever before. The University s reputation among scholars has 
attained a new standing. The Federal Government has called up- 
on the University for the expert service of its faculty both at home 
and abroad. All of these and many other signs are evidence of 
the University s new attainments as an institution of higher 
education. 

Many of these later achievements would not have lieen pos- 
sible without rhe Federal funds that have come to the University 
dining the past decade. Now. \rmy contracts have lx-en com- 
pleted. G.I.'s have nearly exhausted their entitlements and vet- 
erans' tuition has alxnit dried up. The loss of these monies will 
seriously curtail the University ■ program unless the State makes 
up the loss of Federal funds. This is what we are requesting the 
State to do. It is what m anv other states have done at the meet- 
ings of their legislatures this past year. We confidently believe 
that Kentucky will not let its University slip from its present rank 
of eminence among the universities of this country. 

Our 'University is at the threshold of greatness. Don't we want 
to hold our ground? In both football and basketball, the Univer- 
sity ranks at. or near, the top. We are certain most of our citizens 
of Kentucky would regard it as a disaster if we should fall from 
tbis position of eminence in athletics. However, it would he far 
more disastrous to Kentucky for us to permit our pre-eminence 
in thejfields of scholarship teaching, and research to fall to a 
lower level. 

We -believe the next General Assembly will provide funds to 
make up for what the University will lose from Federal source's, 
in order to avoid the disaster we have pointed out. The. Univer- 
sity of Kentucky cannot afford to retreat from greatness. The 
State of Kentucky cannot aliorel to let this happen."

C. M. Newton, former Wildcat 
pitching star and reserve basket- 
ball player, is back on the campus 
after completing his first season in 
professional baseball. 

The big right hander was signed 
. by the New York Yankees soon 
I after the 1951 spring semester. He 
spent the season with Norfolk. Va.. 
a Class B team in the Piedmont 
League, and Muskegon. Mich., a 
Class A team in the Central Lea- 
gue. 

Newton forfeited a year's eligi- 
bility in the Southeastern Confer- 
ence when he accepted terms to a 
professional contract. A member of 
the basketball squad which won the 
NCAA championship last year, he 
signed a bonus contract because "I 
saw a way to pick up some money. 
I thought I had better take it while 
I had the chance." 

Newton was assigned first to 
Norfolk where he appeared in 11 
games as a relief pitcher. There he 
lost two games without picking up 
a victory. Despite this record, the 
Yankees were impressed enough to 
advance him to the Class A 
league.

Cats Lose First Game 
To Texas Longhorns, 7-6 

Texas Outlined, 
Hut Kentucky Fails 
On Seorinff Drives 

The University of Kentucky lost 
:t.s first major test of the 1951 foot- 
ball season to the University of 
Texas last Saturday by the slim 
nargin of 7-6. 

A second quarter touchdown pass 
and a good conversion was enough 
to beat the Wildcats although sta- 
tistically Coach Bear Bryant's boys 
had the upper hand throughout. 
The Wildcats rolled up 21 first 
•towns while holding the Texans to 
'lght but were able to push 
only one six-pointer. 

A fumble set up the Texas 
Paul Williams. Longhorn end. 
jrashed through the Kentucky line 
and km" ■ken the ball from the 
(wised arm of All-American quar- 
terback Babe Parilli. A Texan re- 
covery on the Kentucky 28 set the 
stage for an 11 -yard run by half- 
back Don Barton. T. Jones. Texas 
quarterback, then tossed a pass to 
that same Barton who grabbed it 
on the four yard line and stepped 
across for the tally. 

Dawson Kicks Winni.ig Point 

Gib Dawson then booted the ball 
through the uprights to give the 
Texans the point which decided the 
game. 

The victory preserved the Long- 
horn's record of never having lost 
an opening game on the home field 
but it was a heartbreaking loss for 
the Wildcats. Parilli engineered 
drive after drive into Texas terri- 
tory but the Cats were able to count 
only once on a Parilli to Bunky 
Gruner pass in the third quarter. 

A sustained drive, which began 
on the Kentucky 19 featured the 
running of Tom Fillion. reserve 
fullback who looked good on every 
carry he made, and Harry Jones, 
scalback who befuddled the big ;
